Exactly as I predicted last 
August, we are again faced 
with major revenue sharing 

uts by Annapolis. Most of 
the cuts will be visible cuts 
which means cuts from 
areas where government 
workers meet or help the 
public as an everyday part 
of their job. Both govern 
ment line workers and the 
public they meet will suffer 

I think itistime for voters 
to pressure politicians tocut 
waste instead of cutting 
services. Most government 
waste is in the supervisory 
echelons. There are 
many supervisors making 
too much money for too little 
personal accountability 

It is time for all the good, 
fine people in positions of 
influence to forget their 
personal friends and the 
family members of other 
influential people for whom 
they have acted as employ 
ment procurers. It is time 
for these good people to use 
alittle bit of sense and make 
cuts where they will produce 
some real savings 

There are 12 positions at 
the Board of Education that 
would be consolidated into 
six or fewer positions in 
private industry. The 
savings here would be 
$330,000 in salaries plus 15 
percent or $50,000 in 
benefits saved each year 
This is just the Head 
quarters group. There are 
several admsiniad rative cuts 
that could be made in the 
schools as well. The cuts 
above have a better than 
even choice of improving the 
quality of education because 
it will free teachers to teach 
and none of these positions 
produces any proven effect 
on student learning 

I do not want to focus on 
the Board of Education, and 
I note it here by name 
because it has the biggest 
call on our county’s scarce 
resources. Other depart 
ments also have “mandated 
positions and duties. There 
legal mandate 
prohibiting the combination 
of several mandated posi 
tions in any department 

There is however an 
informal mandate. It is 
between our local “best and 
brightest” who hate to see a

than some mythical will to 
do good that brings the 
overwhelming majority inte 
government work

ary, the times are changing 
We are responsible for the 
things we tolerate.

Dunmyer that a meeting 
between DCLPOA and PEN- 


ELEC is scheduled to take 
place within 30 days. 

When Dunmyer was 
asked by an association 
member about the possibility 
of DNR purchasing land 
from PENELEC, he replied 
that the "state is willing to 
talk about easements or 
purchases but that all the 
Program Open Space funds 
for that purpose have been 
rescinded by the state and 
converted back to the gener- 
al fund. A transfer of owner- 
ship, then, could only be 
accomplished through deed- 
ing or easements.” He noted, 
however, that DNR would 
not be interested in taking 
over the dam in any case 

Dunmyer pointed out that 
while PENELEC owns the 
land underneath the lake 
and most of the buffer strip 
around it, the actual water 
in the lake is owned by the 


state. He said that it would 
be unprecedented for the 
state to impose its authority 
in that area except in the 





realm of water safety and 
management as it now does 

DCLPOA President Jan 
Finkel wrote to Maryland 
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Governor William Donald 
Schaefer last fall in an effort 
to make him aware of the 
situation with PENELE( 
and to share the associa 
tion's concerns about the 
ramifications PENELEC’s 
decision might have on the 


lake property owners and 
tourism in general 

In his letter, Finkel ex- 
plained to Gov. Schaefer that 
PENELEC's decision to let 
its license with FERC expire 
might result in its current 
lease with DNR being jeopar- 
dized as well. Since DNR 
provides management, police, 
and safety services on the 
lake and to the surrounding 
state parks, property owners 
fear those services might not 
be provided at all in the 
future 

Currently, though, it is 
still a waiting game until 
official talks take place be- 
tween the three entities, 
according to Finkel

We must aggres- 
sively pursue economic op- 
portunities in this part of 
the world,” Walker said. “I 
am also grateful to be work 
ing for Governor William 


Donald Schaefer who un- 
derstands the importance 
of international trade,” said 
Walker. 

Walker heads a task 
force for the National Asso- 
ciation of State Depart- 
ments of Agriculture which 
has been examining the ex- 
tent of U.S. efforts to assist 
the people of the former 
Soviet Union. He alsochairs 
a Maryland business advi 
sory group that is discuss 
ing ways to take advantage 
of Maryland's extensive con 
tacts to better promote U.S 
and Maryland interests in 
Russia and the other emerg- 
ing democracies

FB Asks For 
Quick Action 
On Ethanol 


The American Farm 
Bureau Federation has 
again urged the Bush ad 
ministration to take imme 
diate action to include etha 
nol in the Environmental 
Protection Agency's refor 
mulated gasoline program 

“Farmers and ranchers 
expect the administration 
to recognize ethanol’s abil 
ity to reduce air pollution, 
strengthen the agricultural 
economy and decrease U.S 
dependence on foreign oil,’ 
said AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner ina telegram sent 
last week to the adminis- 
tration. “Options being con- 
sidered to replace ethanol 
in the reformulated gas pro 
gram should be rejected be 
cause they will impede the 
growth of demand for etha 
nol.” 

There was speculation 
late last week that an an- 
nouncement on ethanol by 
the administration was im 
minent. News reports said 
President Bush would an 
nounce a package of etha- 
nol tax incentives and re- 
search programs during a 
campaign stop at the Illi 
nois State Fair 

EPA officials, however, 
said a final decision on the 
reformulated gasoline pro 
gram is not expected until 
later this year. Further 
clouding the issue was a 
statement by EPA Admin 
istrator William Reilly to 
reporters during the Repub 
lican convention in Hous 
ton that the Bush adminis 
tration is committed to ex 
panding use of ethanol, “but 
we don't need to relax the 
Clean Air Act to do that 

Farm Bureau and other 
agricultural groups have 
strongly supported giving 
ethanol a more prominent 
role in the reformulated 
gasoline program. The pro- 
gram is aimed at encourag 
ing the use of cleaner burn 
ing fuels and is to begin in 
1995 in at least nine major 
U.S. cities with the worst 
ozone problems 

Drivers in those cities 
would be required to use 
reformulated 
which contains a minimum 
of two percent oxygen 

Kleckner pointed out 
that it was Congress’ in 
tent, when it passed the 
Clean Air Act in 1990, to 
promote the use of ethanol 

Under its guidelines for 
the reformulated gasoline 


gasoline 


program, however, the EPA 
severely limited the use of 
ethanol in reformulated 
gasoline and failed to prop 

erly credit ethanol for all its 
environmental benefits 

Agricultural groups and leg- 
islators have been pressing 


lines and include ethanol 
when it writes the rule to 
implement the program 
The EPA's rule-making 
process included a public 
comment period, which 
ended August 14. The 
agency received “several 
hundred” letters, EPA 
spokesman Mike Scott esti- 
mated. He said that is a 
high amount compared to 
what is received during 
most comment periods, in 
licating a great interest in 
the issue. The letters had 
not yet been counted so it 


was not known how many 
were pro-ethanol 

The next step is the EPA 
officials to review andevalu 
ate the comments, prepare 
arecommendation and send 
it to Office of Management 
and Budget to be published 
as a final regulation. That 
is a process that will likely 
take several months, Scott 
said

Growers report good 
yields and very good qual- 
ity despite hail scares and 
late frost scares earlier in 
the season. Thecrop is some 
what behind schedule 
meaning that consumers 
still have plenty of time to 
buy and enjoy local peaches 

“Local peaches are one 
of the real joys of Maryland 
and this year’s extended 
season gives all Maryland- 
ers a chance to savor this 
delicacy,” said Maryland 
Governor 
Schaefer. 

Estimates of the crop’s 
size prepared by the Mary 
land Agricultural Statistics 
Service peg this year’s 
Maryland production at 12 
million pounds. 

The best places to find 
Maryland-grown peaches 
are at orchards which sell 
directly to customers, road- 
side stands and farmers’ 
markets. Peaches can be 
enjoyed fresh and freeze 
very well with a minimum 
of preparation
